Article nine, section 12-a of the 
Student Council Constitution states 
that it is a power and a duty of the 
Council “to act as a medium of com- 
munication and consultation between 
the student union and the college 
administration and faculty.” 

XuesdayXCojincjiL njeejiQg^„and„_ 
the Council-student grievance meet- 
ings of the past two days have been 
the present Council’s most outstand- 
ing fulfillments of this essential role. 

Two beneficial results were pro- 
duced by these meetings. If they 
accomplished nothing else, they serv- 
ed the vital purpose of demonstrat- 
ing the Council’s dedication to its 
function of representing the student 
body. Their efforts in obtaining as- 
surance that a college financial re- 
• port will be distributed to the stu- 
dents, and in collecting, sorting and 
channeling student complaints to the 
administration reveal them as a dili- 
gent liason between students and 
administration — liason with the stu- 
dents’ viewpoint. 

But in addition to clarifying the 
position of the Student Council, the 
meetings gave evidence tliat the 
grievances of the students are being 
heard and answered. One of the 
major complaints, lack of financial 
information, was largely resolved by 
the :- information provided at the 
meeting by Fr. Eilerman and by his 
promise to publish a financial report 
for the students. This report, due 
Mar. 15, should explain once and for 
all what happens to the money the 
students pay to the college. 

The grievance meetings provided 
the student body a unique oppor- 
tunity to freely express complaints 
with assurance that the complaints 
will reach someone in position to act

upon them. Again it was the Student 
Council which provided this service, 
and which is now formulating the 
complaints preparatory to presenting 
them to the various departments of 

the administration.

In a further move to provide the 
.students. .widt i ,9Rswe^jto j> thftir # f$pb- 
lems concerning the college, the 
Council promised to hold an open 
discussion of the major grievances 
they discover. These grievances will 
then be presented to the President’s 
Council for consideration. 

The completion of these projects 
should make clear the fact that there 
is a better way to solve problems 
than to hang up anonymous notes. 
Ample opportunity has been provid- 
ed for the statement of complaints 
with the maximum possible assur- 
ance of action. Furthermore, it 
should now be obvious that the Stu- 
dent Council can be relied upon to 
represent the students to the ad- 
ministration. 

Much of the emotion which sur- 
rounded last semester’s chaos has 
subsided. As we look calmy at the 
multitude of complaints which caus- 
ed the furor, we find some solved, 
some being moving toward solution 
and some which by their nature will 
never be solved. We also see that 
some of them tend to pale in signi- 
ficance as we look back. 

But there is a lesson to be learned 
from the chaos we experienced. One 
week of action by the proper body 
has produced more results than a 
semester of unorganized bickering. 
The students would do well to re- 
member this in the future. The 
Council would do well to remain as 
representative and industrious as it 
has been this week.

“Socialism (communism) is the destiny 
of all mankind.” This, according to Dr. 
Gerhart Niemeyer, professor of political 
science at Notre Dame, is the basic com- 
munist belief. Dr. Niemeyer, speaking in 
the college auditorium on Monday evening, 
stated further that the communist ideolo- 
gy threatens our * rejigiop, philosophy, 
reasoning and our very humanity. 

In a word, communism tries to make of 
man something that is against his nature, 
Dr. Niemeyer said. 

With this lecture, jointly sponsored by 
St. Joseph’s college and the Rensselaer 
Ministerial association, Dr. Niemeyer ex- 
plained the communist system and the 
communist ideology, summarized the out- 
look the ordinary communist has toward 
life, and cleared up a few common ques- 
tions and misconceptions about communism. 

In Russia, the speaker said, the 
communist system is a government 
run economy, the government being 
the producer, distributor and em play- 
er. With this power it can grant or 
refuse any citizen the means to a 
livelihood. This power is further en- 
forced by the law, armed forces such 
as the secret police, and severe pun- 
ishments, he added. 

The actual power in Russia nominally 
is in the hands of some two or three 
thousand government officials, but reliable 
e s ti mate s place the num be r of th ose actu al- 
ly governing at closer to three to four 
hundred. This elite maintains a dictatorial, 
totalitarian system which extends to every 
phase of soviet life from industry and 
education to chess and bridge dubs, Dr. 
Niemeyer said. 

Behind this tyranny he added is the 
twisted communist ideology of which five 
features are salient. These are a materia- 
listic philosophy, a belief in the inexorable 
laws of history, the inevitable end of cap- 
italism, the basic class struggle and the 
irreversable cycle of history. 

Materialism, the foundation of com- 
munism, holds that everything can be 
explained in terms of matter, there- 
fore, the spirit and things of it are 
non-existent, said the speaker. It is 
this belief that is the most dangerous 
to our religion and philosophy. 

The other beliefs that communists hold 
make them determined in today’s struggle 
for power, and convinced that they will 
inevitably triumph, Dr. Niemeyer declared’. 
These beliefs condition the outlook the 
ordinary communist has on life. 

Dr. Niemeyer summarized the entire 
communist personal attitude as a kind of 
belief in a perfect society in the future, a 
belief so strong that the true communist 
treats only the future as real, and lives as 
though the present were meaningless. 

The communist treats this age, the age 
of capitalism, as wholly false and there- 
fore to be destroyed, said Dr. Niemeyer. 
He divides the people of the world into 
those who fight for the future, and those 
who live in the present. Since the future 
is the only reality, it logically follows 
that the people who live for this age, the 
capitalists, are expendable. This is the

Following his lecture, Dr. Niemeyer 
answered several questions about com- 
munism, and commented upon some parts 
of his talk. Topics discussed included 
Hungry, Red China and Yugoslavia. Espe- 
cially interesting was Tiis opinion that 
stronger diplomatic and,,;; military action 
should have been taken by this country 
and the free world in supporting the Hun- 
garian revolt.

Future art department head 
spending study-year in Italy 


In a letter to Father Harold 
Diller, C.PP.S., Secretary Pro- 
vincial of the Society of the 
Precious Blood, Father David Van 
Horn, C.PP.S. who is currently 
studying art in Italy on a Ful- 
bright scholarship, writes that 
there is so much to distract one 
in ; Italy that he finds it difficult 
to strike a balance between the 
job and joy of living there. 

Father Van Horn, who is slated 
to direct the art department at 
St. Joseph’s college, lives at 
Faenza, a “town frankly dull, far 
enough away from, the sea, the 
mountains and Bologna to be in- 
teresting.” He adds though, Faen- 
za is a perfect spot for hard work 
with nothing else to do. 

Casa del Clero, a residence do- 
nated by Cardinal Cicognani to 
the diocesan^ priest s of Faenza, 
is the place of his residence while 
attending school. Father Van Horn 
says he has two rooms, a private 
bath, good food and heat, in the 
sense that Americans understand 
indoor heating, “all for forty 



dollars a month.” 

As a change of pace, weekend 
excursions, he says, are wonder- 
ful experiences, a welcome and 
cultural diversion from the work- 
ing week. “It is incredible” he 
says, “how much there is to see 
in Italy and how varied is the 
mode of living from city to city.” 
He thinks Turin the most beauti- 
ful, Bologna the most American. 
But Florence is his favorite city. 

Father Van Horn expects to 
return to the United States on the 
Italian liner, Davinci, leaving on 
July 29 this summer.
